Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Bell states that the operator task of determining 
whether the depth of field is sufficient by observing that the subjects of interest are not blurred in the viewfinder is a difficult one. Howeve 
Bell does not state that it is an impossible task. Before the Bell invention photographs of high quality were still able to be taken by 
operators some of which could be considered as highly skilled operators. If these highly skilled operators were able to take these high 
quality photographs without the aide of the Bell invention It would seem obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the Bell invention 
could be modified to allow those users who would not necessarily need the aide of the Bell invention all the time to turn of the highlighting 
feature. Thus the addition of an on/off switch to the Bell invention be obvious so as to enable operators of high skill to turn off the device 
and allow a lower skilled operator who used the same camera the option of turning on the device. 
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
